Bryan Hanrahan, the driver of the train, 
stated that when within one hundred yards 
of the crossing he saw the green light signal 
that all was right, and when within fifteen 
or twenty yards he saw the red Jamp dis- 
played and the gate closed against him. He 
was travelling at about twenty miles per 
hour... and: pulled up the «train within a 
hundred. yards. 

The fireman, John Walsh, gave -corrobora- 
tive evidence. 

Mr: W. MeNab. District Railway Superin- 
tendent, stated that in his opinion it would 
be impossible for the driver to = up the 
tram after hitting the car and gate any 
sooner. 

The jury returned a verdict that Brothers 
died from shock and hembhorrage, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that in future better pre- 
eantions should be taken by the railway com- 
pany to prevent similar accidents.

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Polo Ponies : The Academy 
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Bootlegging in Britain ; Cafe Grit 


Ghe London Season 


The London polo season begins next 
month, while the English and American 
teams will play at Hurlingham in June 
for the Westchester Cup. Already Mr 
Robert Strawbridge, who is Chairman of 
the United States Polo Association, has 
arrived in England. The Westchester Cup 
was lest won by England in 1914, but 
Mr. Strawbridge, it seems, is certain that 
his countrymen will have to put up a 
tough fight this time if they are to retain 
the trophy any longer. 

Over 250 polo ponies have arrived from 
abroad: for the London season. The value 
of these performers is enormous, somoe- 
thing like £100,000. The American ponies 
belonging to Mr. C. B. Wrightson number 
31. They are known as the Texas Rangers 
team, and are stabled at Tetbury, and 
valued at over £20,000. The Beaufort 
Club’s stables are sheltering the 
Maharajah of Jaipur’s team. India, 
Egypt, . France and other countries are 
sending large strings of ponies this season, 
and among them are sure to be those of 
the Maharajah of Kashmir. A large draft 


is also expected from the Argentine. 


Polo Ponies 


Tt is becoming increasingly difficult to 
procure polo ponies. Last Spring Show, 
as far as I remember, there were about 
six po'o ponies among this class of entry. 
In the past it was reasonable to expect 
that one could pick up good made ponies 
in Eneland suitable for beginners at the 
game. ‘These were aged ponies, and they 
could be got cheaply some years ago. But 
that is not so now, for everybody in Enz- 
land who indulges in the more expensive 
forms of sport is playing polo now. Polo 
ponies are fetching very high prices—that 
is When you can get them. In Ireland 
there is. comparatively speaking, very 
little polo played, so that the chances of 
picking them up here is very slender, 
indeed. In fact, I believe most of those 
in use here have been made in England. 


Royal Hibernian Academy

During 
the War pigeons were used in many cases 
to Rete some of the most difficult 
services to the Army. Many famous 
birds played important réles in communi- 
cations, and although science has ad- 
vanced so far in recent times, pigeons will 
still be utilised for dificult communica- 
tions should war come again. 


British Bootleggers 


Judging by recent prosecutions, there is 
at present a widespread traffic in the sale 
of illicit spirits in Great Britain. This 
British bootleg spirit is sold to the pro- 
prietors of shebeengs which are conducted 
on similar lines to American speakeasies, 
As the spirit has not been matured ‘‘ in 
the wood,’’ it has a dreadful kick, and 
the after effects are most depressing. How- 
ever, the special inquiry sleuths of H.M. 
Customs and Excise are now engaged in 
stamping out this traffic. These officials 
are adepts in the art of disguising them- 
selves, and their identity as Revenue 
officers is not revealed until, accompanied 


by police officers, they raid the home dis- 
tilleries. 


Voltaire in Disguise 


I have often been interested, when 
coming out of a theatre on a “‘ first 
night,” to hear the comments made on 
the play I had just seen, and felt how 
interesting they would be to an author 
who wished to hear really frank opinions. 
In trams and ‘buses on the way home one 
hears the discussions continued and criti- 
cisms exchanged. Theatre-goers in Paris 
have better opportunities than we have for 
talking about new plays, for they have 
only to resort to cafés, and there talk as 
much as they wish. The cafés of Paris 
are great clearing-houses for the exchange 
of political and artistic opinions. It is on 
record that Voltaire, after the first pro- 
duction of his tragedy “ Sémiramis,”’ put 
on a priest’s soutane and sat in a corner 


of a café in order to hear frank opinions 
about the work.

OPENING OF ANNUAL

Mrs. Reddin, in declaring open the annua! 
exhibition of the Academy of Irish Art in the 
Angus Art Gallery, St. Stephen's Green, 
Dublin, vesterday, said that it was the 
sixth she had opened, and that the exhibi- 
tion had improved every year. 

There are neatly a hundred works on show, 
including sculpture, oil paintings, water 
colours, black and white drawings, decora- 
tive designs, and lace. 

Mr. Ben O'Hickey, who is the originator 
of these exhibitions, fs represented by two 
historical pictures, '“ Dawn” and “At the 
Stroke of Eight,” which often have been 
shown, and also by a fantastic conception, 
“Sic est Vita,” the main features of which 
are a skull and a bottle of wine. A drawing, 
Tolstoy,” is the President's sole contribu- 
tion. There are a few pieces of interesting 
sculpture which will attract special atten- 
tion. notably the statuette of a man about 
to strike with a large hammer. This was 
a difficult undertaking, and has been well 
executed. Though not in the catalogue, it 
is attributed to Joseph O’Hanrahan, who also 
exhibits other work. 

William Montgomery and John Finnegan 
both give promise of better work in land- 
scape painting. So, too, do Mrs. Lille 
Perry and Miss A. Bagwell. Miss May 
Power shows several old and new pieces of 
sculpture, and a pleasing finish will. be 
found in Miss Kathleen Wall’s “ Head of a 
Girl.”

TAKING THE CENSUS 


HINTS FOR FILLING THE 
FORMS 


— 


The Census will be taken on Sunday, and 
forms are being distributed by the Civic 
Guard, who are acting at enumerators, to 
every household in the country. The 
questions asked on the Census form are al! 
very easily answered, and are in no sense 
inquisitive; they represent the bare essentials 
oí the data necessary for the proper ad- 
ministration of the country, Any difficulties 
likely to be encountered are elucidated in the 
instructions on the form itself, or in the 
explanatory memorandum, which is being 
distributed with each form. Attention is 
particularly directed to the three examples 
which indicate the manner in which the 
Census form is to be filled up. 

Important Points.—The questions to be 
answered in respect of each member of the 
household relate to the following matters — 
name, relationship to head of household, 
sex, condition as to marriage, age, birth- 
place, Irish language, religion, occupation 
and employment, certain questions relatin; 
to unemployment, and area and valuation o 
agricultural holdings (if any). 

Exact Age.—It is very desirable that the 
exact age in years and months should be 
Stated. At past Censuses there was. too 
much laxity in this matter, persons being 
content to state their age in round numbers, 
e.g. 40, 50, 60, etc., and it is hoped that a 
great improvement will be effected on this 
occasion. If people cannot remember their 
exact age they may at least know their year 
of birth, and so be able to ascertain their 
age to the nearest year, if not to the nearest 
month. 

The question as regards name of employer 
may at first sight seem inquisitorial. This, 
however, is not the case. The information 
is required solely with a view to ascertaining 
the industry im which the person is engaged. 

Persons out of Work.—Employés and 
persons out of work will be required to state 
the number of weeks of unemployment during 
the twelve months preceding Census date on 
account of (a) unable to find work, though 
able and willing to work; (b) sickness or 
injury; (c) all other causes.

Nurse McWeeney stated in evidence that 
some one posted labels marked '' Poison ” 
on the door of her room.

Finding: ‘* This 
was a most discreditable incident. The labels 
were, in Nurse Vaugh's charge, and she 
should have made sure that no other person 
could have access to them. The fact that 
she did not order the removal of the labels 
from the door at once, but allowed them to 
remain for four or five days, is not to her 
credit.” 

The communication, having dealt with other 
matters, continues :—' Nurse McWeeney said 
that there should be a towel and a wash- 
basin in each ward for the use of the nurse 
to prevent cross infection. Dr. McDermoit 
also said that these would be advisable. but 
he never made anv representations in writing 
to the Board in the matter. Neither were 
wash-basins requ'‘sitioned by the Head Nurse. 
Both the Medical Officer and the Head Narse 
were at fault in failing to bring these matters 
clearly te the notice of the Board... . 
Both Nurse Vaugh and Nurse Kilcran ad- 
mitted that the latter stayed in the hospital 
on different occasions from September to 
December last while she was not on duty. 
The Medical Officer was not aware of the 
practice, There can be no excuse for this 
action. Nurse Vaugh in evidence admitted 
that she knew it was an irregular, and pos- 
sibly dangerous, practice for her to allow. 
The Minister takes a serious view of this 
matter. He considers that it shows a great 
disregard for the teachings of the nursing 
nrofession and the safety of the public. .. . 
The evidence showed that a wardsmaid at- 
tending the infected wards also acted os a 
cook to the hospital. The Medical Officer 
should have drawn the Board’s attention 
specially to this matter, and impressed on 
them the grave danger likely to arise there-

PRELIMINARY RUN ROUND 
BRITISH ISLES

Special long-range fuel tanks are to be 
fitted to one of the new “ Empire” flying- 
boats, which is now nearing completion, for 
the trans-Atlantic. air service experiments. 

The first of the new aircraft is being sent 
to ‘the Mediterranean to operate on the Im- 
perial Airways route, it is the second fly- 
ing-boat which has been ‘selected for the 
Atlantic trials. The third to be finished will 
be shipped to America for the New York- 
Bermuda service. Altogether, twenty-eight 
flying-boats of the “ Empire” type are on 
order. 

These will be powered with four 900 h.p. 
motors, and are confidently expected to reach 
a speed of 200 miles per hour. The normal 
range of this class of machine will be about 
800 miles, but provision will be made in the 
flying-boat intended for the Atlantic trials to 
carry enough petrol for a 3,000 miles’ flight. 
The preliminary trials will take the form of 
long-distance flights over home waters, prob- 
ably including a non-stop flight around the 
coast of Great Britain—a distance of 2,500 
miles, which the boat should cover in seven- 
teen hours.

“A Solemn Hour’”’ 


If there had been 'any sense of huméur 
left in the world, roars of laughter would 
have. greeted Baron Aloisi’s speech at 
Geneva yesterday. The Italian represen- 
tative, according to well-authenticated 
reports, informed the members of the 
League of Nations Council that Italy 
during the last seven months had been 
impressing on savage Abyssinia the essen- 
tials of a culture that had three thousand 
years of history behind it. In what, 
precisely, does this culture consist? If 
Baron Aloisi is correct, the world must 
judge it by what has been happeni:g in 
Abyssinia. Last October Signor Mussolini 
launched his attack on the Abyssinians in 
open defiance of the League of Nations, of 
which both Ital¥ and Abyssinia were 
members. On the one side there was an 
almost, uncivilised people—according to 
modern standards—which, however, had 
maintained its independence for more than 
a thousand years. This people, brave, 
warlike, and proud of its independence, 
had virtually no weapons of defence. 
According to one writer, the Abyssinian 
warriors were forced to fight, as it were, 
in their shirts. Although had a 
fairly large number of rifles, they had 
hardly any ammunition, and that which 
they had in many cases did not fit the 
rifles for which it was intended. On the 
other hand. there was one of the most 
efficient armies in existence—well trained, 
magnificently equipped, and versed in all 
the latest inventions of military science. 
The Italian forces had the help of an air 
force that probably is second to none in 
Europe. They were led by soldiers of 
experience and, in some cases, of genius.

i How did they proceed to impress Italian 


culture—the culture of Imperial Rome— 
on their savage enemies? In the first 
place, they launched their attack without 
a shadow of an excuse, thereby violating 
the Covenant of the League of Nations, to 
which Italy’s representative had put his 
signature. In the next place, they 
bombed defenceless villages, Red Cross 
ambulances, and hordes of fleeing natives. 
Finally, they put the seal of Italian 
culture on their efforts by the use of 
poison gas and Flammenwerfer. Such, in 
brief, is Italy’s record in Abyssinia—the 
record of which Baron Aloisi spoke at 
Geneva yesterday with so much pardon- 
able pride.

Mental Defectives 


As we report to-day, the Hospitals Com- 
mission has decided that a certain amount 
of the sweepstake money shall be set 
aside for the extension of mental treatment 
in the Free State, and its idea is that a 
“colony ' should be founded for mental 
defectives. With this plan in mind Dr. 
Louis 8. Clifford has been authorised to 
carry out a survey throughout the country, 
and the task, which he will begin during 
the next few weeks, is not likely to be com- 
pleted before the end of next year. Such 
a “ colony ” exists already in England, 
and there is little doubt of the need for 
one here. Lunacy in the Irish Free State 
has been growing in a rather alarming 
manner for years past—the total for 1934 
was 20,531—but apart from the cases of 
actual lunacy there are thousands of 
mentally deficient people who are not 
under the law at all. These are the 
epileptics and the “ backward " children 
who will be the subject of Dr. Clifford’s 
inquiry. As matters stand at present they 
are almost entirely neglected. Some of 
them, indeed, are cared for in the St. 
Augustine’s Colony at Blackrock or im 
other institutions, but the rest are allowed 
to fend for themselves. They drift about 
the country, as one authority said yester- 
If it is 
at all possible, some effort should be made 
to save them from this kind of existence, 
and, when they cannot be restored to 
normality by proper treatment, at least to 
make sure that they are kept from harm- 
ing themselves or other people. The task

Clifford’s inquiry may be fairly easy so 
long as it is confined to the schools, but 
it has been pointed out that many of the 
mentally deficient do not go to school, 
while others, obviously, are beyond schoo! 
age already. A further problem seems to 
us the largest of all, though it has not 
been mentioned. In Great Britain, weak- 
minded or epileptic people come under the 
Mental Deficiency Act, and are provided 
for under the law. No such Act is in force 
in the Irish Free State. Thus, although 
a comprehensive list can be made of all 
the people in this country who should be 
cared for in the new colony, there is 
nothing to compel any_of them to accept 
treatment there. If the scheme is to be 
of any real value, one of the first needs is 
that a bill should be introduced in the 
Dáil on the lines of the British Mental 
Deficiency Act; and if that is neglected it 
will be robbed of half its force. 


A National Need 


Is it not a sorry thing that in this year 
of grace Dublin should be separated from 
London by a minimum of ten hours’ 
travel? Politically, the Free State and 
England may be drawing farther apart, 
but between the two nations there 
remains, and always will be, a consider- 
able traffic of passengers, mails and goods. 
Surely there never were two neighbouring 
countries between which the need of cheap 
and regular communication by air was 
more evident; yet the Free State at the 
moment lacks a single service With Eng- 
land. It is bad enough that the Irish 
business man who wishes to visit London 
must consume his energy in a nine hours’ 
journey, but it g be worse that any- 
body from this ntry who wishes to 
travel on the Continent of Europe must 
waste nearly twice as many hours before 
he sights the shores of France. In our 
view, Ireland is in sore need of air ser- 


| vices to connect her with England and 


Continental Europe. She needs, in 
addition, internal airways, and within a 
few years, no doubt, she will be a jump. 
ing-oT place for Transatlantic services: 
but the others are even more insistent. 
Yesterday Mr. J. McAuley showed the 
Dublin Rotary Club some of the 
advantages of cross-Channel air services.

The 
chief riecessity is that the new services 
shall be sufficiently cheap to encourage 
air travel from this country. We have no 
doubt that Ireland's apparent lack of 
enthusiasm for flying is due less to any 
fear of the air than to the belief that it 
is expensive. When that belief is ex- 
ploded air traffic between Ireland and 
other nations will be established on the 
soundest of all bases—the basis of 


expediency. 


Progress in Tibet 


When the last Dalai Lama died a few 
years ago the world discovered to its 
surprise that Tibet was not all it had been 
thought to be. The country, it was 
imagined, was shut off from civilisation by 
its enormous mountains, but they were 
not the only barrier. So far from making 
efforts to stimulate its tourist traffic, Tibet 
eyed all visitors with marked disapproval 
—it was an achievement, indeed, to enter 
the “ forbidden country “” at all—and new 
ideas were received as coldly as new faces. 
The Dalai Lama's obituary notices, how- 
ever, showed Tibet in a totally new light. 
Apparently the country had been mis- 
judged ; for the late ruler had devoted a 
lifetime towards making it one of ths most 
progressive nations in Asia. He had 
carried on politica] intrigues in a manner 
that revealed him as an intelligent student 
of the best features of European 
diplomacy, and had shown an enthusiasm 
for such things as telegraphs and postal 
services which hardly could have been 
equalled in America. One of his most 
notable reforms was in connection with 
the prayer-wheels in the temples; for, 
whereas in the past they had to be turned, 
laboriously by hand, the enterprise of the 
late Dalai Lama has ensured that hence- 
forward they will be worked by small 
electric batteries. When we reflect on 
these things, therefore, we are less in- 
clined to lament the proposal to exploit 
Tibet for its gold than we should have 
been if somebody had put forward the idea 
five years ago. According to a writer who 
has just returned from -Asia, the country 
has “ literally tons of it,” and he fears 
that the British, Chinese and Russians, 
who are well aware of the fact, will violate 
the ancient peace of Tibet in order to get 
some of the supply for their own uses. For 
all we know, however, the enterprising 
natives may have made the first move 
themselves, and even now, perhaps, a gold- 
mining company is being set up in Lhasa 
which will bring to Tibet the blessings of

DISAPPEARANCE OF GERMAN 
MINISTER 


From Revrer’s Con.£sPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Monday. 


The mystery of the disappearance of 
Baron von Stohrer, the German Minister 
in Cairo, is deepening. Aeroplanes 
searching the desert for miles around the 
region in which he disappeared have failed 
to find any trace of him. 

A cryptic telephone message from an 
unknown person to the German Legation 
last night stated that the Minister, with 
his car and chauffeur, had been found 60 
miles outside Baharia. No confirmation 
of the message can be obtained either by 
the Egyptian Air Force, the Frontier 
Administration or the German Legation. 

Flight-Lieutenant Webster, of Schneider 
Trophy fame, with five Egyptian Air 
Force ‘planes had been searching the 
desert since dawn, returned at midday. 
“I landed alongside the other German 
drivers with their cars near Baharia,” he 
told Reuter. '“ They had seen no sign of 
Baron von Stohrer and did not believe that 
he was anywhere in the neighbourhood of 
Baharia.”’ 

Three other planes immediately took off 
to continue the search and another three 
joined in at three o’clock this afternoon. 

The drivers of the other cars state that 
Baron von Stohrer was carrying provisions 
of food and water, but, since he dis- 
appeared during a severe heat wave and 
sandstorm and has been in the desert for 
two and a half days, his supplies 
are probably running short. 

He set out for Baharia from the 
Pyramids on Saturday to attend the Royal 
Automobile Club’s annual desert race. 
Since then nothing has been heard of him.

HERE are ho and few fears 

regarding the Budget to be introduced 
by Mr. Neville Chamberlain to-morrow, 
with the result that interest on the part 
of the public is comparatively small. [+ 
is the general expectation that Mr. 
Chamberlain will make few changes in 
taxation, and even fewer in the way of 
tax remission. There are rumours of a 
reduction in the whiskey duty, but this is 
unkkely in the opinion of politicians who 
have been reviewing ‘the financial situa. 
tion. Armaments are going to cost very 
big sums of money, and the Chancellor 
will need every penny he can obtain from 
the Excise duties. Parliament has yet to 
learn what the cost of the Government’: 
plans for defence will be, wat it is 
estimated that Mr. Chamberlain will have 
to find over twenty million pounds for thi. 
purpose. 


Abyssinia 


Addis’ Ababa has been deserted by the 
Abyssinians, and if the Italians arrjy:

UNIVERSITY MEMBERS 
TO DISAPPEAR

HE Free State Government has decided 
to put into operation at once the bill 
for the abolition of university representa- 
tion in the Dail, and for this purpose a 
motion will be on the Order Paper for to- 
morrow's sitting of that House. The 
motion, which is in the name of President 
de Valera, will, in his absence, be moved 
by Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Vice-President. 
It is in the following terms :'— 
“The Constitution (Amendment No. 
23) Bill having been sent on the 6th 
February, 1936, to Seanad Eireann in 
pursuance of a resolution of this 
House passed on that day under 
Article 58a of the Constitution, and 
the period of 60 days mentioned in 
that Article having elapsed since the 
said bill was so sent to Seanad 
Eireann, it is hereby resolved that, as 
Seanad Eireann did not pass the said 
bill within the said period of 60 days, 
the said bill be deemed to have been 
passed by both Houses of the 
Oireachtas at the expiration of the 
said 60 days in the form in which it 
was sent to Seanad Eireann on the 
6th February, 1936.’’ 


EFFECT OF THE MOTION 


The effect of the passing of this motion 
will be to remove from the Constitution 
Article 27, which provides that— 

‘“‘ Each university in the Free Stato 
which was in existence at the date of 
the coming into operation of this Con- 
stitution shall be entitled to elect 
three representatives to Dail Eireann 
upon a franchise and in a manner to 
be prescribed by law ”’ 

The removal of the representatives of 
the universities from the Dail will take 
Place as from the next general election. 
The Electoral (Revision of Constituencies) 
Act, passed last year, made no provision 
for university representatives, but the 
bill amending the Constitution was neces- 
sary to give it legal effect. With the 
omission of the six university members 
and others provided for in the Revision 
Act the membership of the Dail will be 
reduced to 138 from 153. 


CURIOUS FACT 
The. passage of a bill by the process of 
“ deeming ” it to have been passed by 
both Houses is in recent times not un- 
usual, It is the means afforded by the 
Constitution of permitting measures held 
up by the Senate ultimately to become 
law. It is, however, true that the bill 
now going through in this manner was 
not, in fact, held up by the Senate. It 
Eas the second stage in the Senate on 
ebruary 12 by 22 votes to 14. On Feb- 
ruary 26 the Committee stage was taken, 
when two amendments were passed mak- 
ing the provision that the bill should not 
come into force until six months after 
the next general election. The remain- 
ing stages of the bill were passed without 
a division. 
On March 12 the Dail disagreed with 
the amendments made in the Senate. and 
a message from the Dail to this effect was 
eonsidered by the Senate on March 19. 
On that occasion the Senate insisted on 
its amendments by 21 votes to 17. No 
farther notice was taken of the matter 
by the Dail until the present motion was 
circulated to deputies.

TEL AVIV PLUNGED IN 
GLOOM

Further clashes between Jews and Arabs 
are rumoured to have taken place this 
morning on the boundaries of Tel Aviv 
and Jafia. One Arab and one Jew are 
reported killed, and several injured. 

Communities throughout Palestine to- 
day were gloomily taking stock of yester- 
day’s events, in which nine Jews and two 
Arabs were killed. It is almost impos- 
sible to conceive how rumours could have 
developed with such startling rapidity 
into the frenzied attacks which marked 
“bloody ” Sunday, when Jewish es- 
trians and motorists, and people believed 
to be Jews, were stoned and knifed in 
the streets of Jaffa. The sporadic nature 
of yesterday's attacks rendered police con- 
trol all the more difficult. 

Reuter’s correspondent touring the 
streets to-day found Tel Aviv plunged in 
deep gloom, though business life was pro- 
ceeding regularly. Arabs in Jaffa are in 
a sullen mood, and many shops have re- 
mained closed, though Arab labourers 
have come in to the Jewish colonies for 
the day’s work as usual. With a view 
to bringing the situation back to normal 
the police have requested the resumption 
of the Jewish road transport services. 

Bands of Arab youths are parading the 
Arab quarters of Jerusalem, and are forc- 
ing the Aftab shopkeepers to close their 
shops as a sign of protest.

HE sensational news that the heroic 

workers who have been striving for 

eight days to reach the men entombed in 

the Moose River gold mine have definitely 

broken through and reached the two sur- 

viving prisoners of the mine, has just been 
made known. 

The third prisoner died some hours 
before the rescuers broke through. 

Stretchers were carried to the Reynolds 
shaft late this afternoon as darkness 
closed in on the drab and desolate 
countryside. 

Dr. Robertson had late this afternoon 
reported through the microphone that they 
could hear the rescuers breaking through, 
and it was hoped that rescue was immi- 
nent, but he also declared that the 
swirling waters were creeping nearer and 
nearer, and he appeared to be obsessed by 
the fear that the men overhead might 
blast into them and cause another 
catastrophic fall of rock. 

Those who listened to him through the 
tube declared that the doctor’s hitherto 
courageous voice had become very shaky. 


GREAT FIGHT 

Throughout the day stooping, crawling, 
stumbling, a human chain of twenty 
miners had been burrowing like moles in a 
narrow passage, only three feet wide and 
three feet high. Several collapsed from 
sheer exhaustion, but all were determined 
to carry on until the bitter end. 

Early this afternoon Mrs. Robertson 
shouted down the tube :—‘‘ Eddie, Eddie, 
do please hold on.’’ Her husband then 
whispered back through the micro- 
phone:—‘‘I am all right. So is 
Seadding. Will you get us out to-day ?”’ 

“Yes, we will,” replied his wife 
fervently. 

This afternoon Mrs. Robertson gently 
broke the news of her husband’s death 
to Mrs. Magill. The latter, already 
numbed with anxiety after her long or- 
deal, broke down in tears, and unable 
to bear the thought of seeing her hus- 
band’s body brought to the surface, de- 
cided to go back to her home at Toronto. 


‘PLANES HELP 

In the meantime, additional equipment 
reached the mine by road, and _ aero- 
planes and a Canadian Mounties’ "plane 
dropped a supply of blankets and hot 
water bottles sent from Halifax. The 
Premier, Mr. MacDonald, was joined at 
the head of the mine by the Ministers 
of Mines and Health. 

Broadcasting from the mine, Dr. 
MacDonald, who is in charge of the 
emergency hospital unit, gave a graphic 
description of these last-minute rescue 
efforts. 

He said that Dr. Robertson is suffering 
from a severe cold, and Mr. Scadding 
from trench feet. Both men are hardly 
able to walk. 


The last food was sent down at 2 a.m.

MR. EDEN’S SPEECH

The Times in a leading article dealing 
with Mr, Eden’s speech at yesterday's 
meeting of the League Council observes 
to-day : It clearly made a deep impression 
upon the Council, which had only been 
irritated by Baron Aloisi’s bland sugges- 
tion that not Italy, but Abyssinia, had 
been the aggressor, and had thwarted the 
efforts to bring about a peace by con- 
ciliation. Most of the members who 
shared in the discussion took the same 
stand, and all of them echoed the strong 
British protest against the Italian use 
of poison gas. Most of them had hoped, 
in spite of the weight of evidence, that 
the goa might prove unfounded, or 
that, at least, it might be regarded as 
unproved. But yesterday it was defi- 
nitely admitted, and defended as a re- 
prisal for some alleged Abyssinian acts of 
barbarity. The admission, and still 
more the excuse given, provoked strong 
indignation. 

It is true that M. Paul-Boncour, in the 
main portion of his speech, seemed to 
think it more necessary to placate Italy 
than to maintain the authority of the 
Covenant; but even he joined in Mr. 
Eden’s protest against the violation of 
the 1925 Protocol. He weakened its 
effect by adding that it was impossible 
to humanise war—that once war breaks 
out no one can tell the limits within 
which it will be waged. If that is true, 
why did Italy ever sig. the protocol—- 
which forbids in the most categorical and 
binding fashion the use of the dreadful 
weapon to which she has now resorted 
against an enemy utterly unprovided with 
any means of defence against it? Other 
members of the Council besides Mr. Eden 
realised that there was not a nation in the 
world which was not affected. Let it never 
be forgotten that the principle which Mr. 
Eden proclaimed as the guiding rule of 
British foreign policy has the whole- 
hearted support, not only of the great 
majority of people in this country, but 
also of all the British Dominions. It 
would be hard to recall any critical occa- 
sion when there was a rally of opisJ0l 
throughout the Empire so unanimous, so 
spontaneous as in last September, when 
Sir Samuel HFloare declared the British 
Government’s determination to stand firm 
in their support of collective resistance to 
all acts of unprovoked aggression. 

Mr. Eden’s speech shows that the 
British Government are determined to 
keep their foreign policy firmly based upon 
this principle in spite of any temporary 
setback. In the long run that must prove 
the wisest, as well as the most courageous 
coutse. It may not be possible in the 
present case to prevent the aggressor from 
reaping the reward of his aggression, 
though the final reckoning has yet to be 
made. What is possible and what is

A DARING robbery was attempted in 
Grafton street, Dublin, shortly 
before 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, when 
a man, who had gone into Mr. C. Parker 
Cussen’s jewel and antique shop to 
gy a ring, struck the owner on the 
ack of the head with a spanner and ran 
into the street. , 
After a short hue-and-cry through 
Grafton street, St. Stephen’s Green and 
Dawson street, a young man was detained 
on a stairway near the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club and taken to College Police 
Station. He gave the name “ Moore,” and 
is said to be an Englishman who arrived 
in Dublin about a month ago. 

Mr. Cussen, who sustained an ugly scalp 
wound, was taken to Mercer’s Hospital in 
the Corporation ambulance, and was dis- 
charged shortly afterwards, when three 
stitches had been put in his head. 


MR. CUSSEN’S STATEMENT 


In an interview with an Irish Times 
reporter, he said that on Thursday last a 
well-dressed man called to inspect some 
rings, and promised to call with a lady 
on the following day. He did not return, 
however, till yesterday, when he came in 
alone and asked to see the rings again. 
Both the manager and the assistant had 
gone to lunch, so the owner was alone in 
the shop. : 

Mr. Cussen took the tray from the 
window, and noticed, without suspicion, 
that. his prospective customer had drawn 
the curtain across. 

“I thought he was trying to help 
me,’’ added Mr. Cussen. The customer 
chose a ring, and asked to be allowed to 
examine it under an electric light. 


STRUCK ON THE HEAD 


The lights were then switched on, and 
as Mr. Cussen was walking towards a 
lamp with the ring in his hand he received 
a heavy blow on the back of the head. 
For a second he was dazed, but, realising 
the situation, he wheeled ronnd to prevent 
his assailant from escaping. The man 
was standing in a threatening attitude 
near the door holding a spanner, which, 
it was learned afterwards, had been 
we in a stocking. 

Mr. Cussen seized a small cut-glass 
dish, which he hurled, bat the man 
“ ducked ” and the dish was smashed 
against the counter. He next threw a 
piece of Waterford glass, but this also 
missed its mark, and the man escaped on 
to the street. 


THE CHASE

COEISASS to expectations, the pro- 
posals for a settlement of the dis- 
pute which were drawn up on Saturday 
last did not meet with the approval of 
the members of Irish Coal Importers, 
Ltd., and were not submitted to the men 
at the meeting called yesterday afternoon. 

After short addresses by the men’s 
leaders, this meeting was postponed from 
4 p.m. until 8 p.m. At this latter hour 
the meeting was again postponed. 

The reason for the postponement was that 
negotiations had been resumed during 
the evening between representatives of the 
merchants, the Dublin Trades Union 
Council, the Irish.

At 11.10 p.m. it was announced to the 
men that there would be a meeting this 
morning in the Rotunda Picture House, 
at 10 o'clock, The men were then dis- 
missed. 

When the conference concluded 
after 11.30 it was learned that minor 
amendments, which do not affect 
wages clauses in the proposed agree- 
ment, had been inserted. 

It is understood that the terms of 
settlement in their amended form 
have the approval of the employers. 

If they are accepted by the workers’ 
meeting this morning a final meeting 
to decide the period of the agreement, 
and to make arrangements for a re- 
sumption of work, will be held. 


POINTS REJECTED 


The optimism of Saturday and Sunday 
declined rapidly yesterday afternoon 
when shortly after ó o'clock it was 


learned that the representatives of the . 


Dublin Trades Union Council and the 
two trade unions concerned had not been 
called to the offices of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce to hear the em- 
ployers’. reply. 

It was then learned that Irish Coal Im- 
porters, Ltd., at their meeting earlier in 
the day, had rejected some of the points 
in the proposed agreement. 

Mr. Lemass. Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, got into touch personally with 
Mr. P. T. Daly, Secretary, Dublin Trades 
Union Council, and with the association. 
He invited the latter to meet him to dis- 
cuss their difficulties. 

In the meantime, the workers affected 
by the strike gathered at the Labour Hall, 
44 Lower Gardiner street, at 4 o'clock. 
After a short delay they were addressed 
by Mr. P. T. Daly, who explained the 
hitch, and requested them to agree to a 
postponement of the meeting until 8 p.m. 
Mr. Daly then read the proposals which 
were put forward at the conferences 
on Friday and Saturday. He said 
that the men’s representatives were 
under the impression when the 
conferences ended that the employers’ 
three representatives would recommend the 
document which had been drawn up to 
their general body and that it would be 
ratified without difficulty. He said that 
they had since learned’ that this was not 
the position. 

Mr. J. McCabe, branch secretary, Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
said that the men had made sacrifices in 
order to get proposals which each side 
could Be aM cons g Apparently these 
sacrifices had been in vain. 

Mr. Joe Ellis, general secretary, Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union, said 
that during the strike sney had heard 
many people, including public representa- 
tives, talk about the poor being without 
coal. These people did not mention the 
fact that the poor were very often without 
coal even when there was no coal strike. 

Mr. W. A. Scott, Dublin. Trades Union 
Council, put the proposition for the four 
hours’ adjournment, which was agreed to 
unanimously. 

Shortly afterwards thé workers’ repre- 
sentatives were summoned to the offices of 
the Ministry, with the result stated above,

[J eer the brakes at present imposed on 


aerial transport are removed no real 
rogress can be made in flying in the 
Irish Free State. Airships and aeroplanes are 
still regarded as ships, and there are docu- 
ments and Customs regulations to be attended 
to which effectively prevent. rapid progress, 
apart altogether from the cost of flying. The 
question of cost could only be dealt with by 
giving Government assistance. 

These were suggestions thrown out by Mr. 
J. Cormack, Canadian Trade Commissioner in 
the Irish Free State, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. J. McAuley for his paper on 
“Some Aspects of Irish Aviation,” read 
before the Dublin Rotary Club at yesterday's 
luncheon meeting held in the Metropole 
Restaurant. 

Mr. T. F. Laurie seconded the motion. He 
mentioned that in June next they would have 
for the first time in history fortnightly sail- 
ings from Dublin to New York by the Anchor 
lane. That enterprise would be followed in 
1937 by two other companies having regular 
sailings from Dublin, so that they would have 
three sailings from Dublin to America. Dublin 

now risen from the rank of a cargo port 
to that of a Transatlantic passenger port. He 
thought that something tangible could be 
done if Rotarians would become at least 
ground members of the Irish Aero Club. 

The Chairman (Mr. Oswald Jamison) said 
that Mr. McAuley had called attention to a 
matter of great importance. 


IRISH AVIATION 


The long period of national lassitude in 
regard to aerial transport, said Mr. McAuley 
in the course of his talk, is now nearly over, 
and the following will give you an indication 
of how much time you will henceforth be able 
to save on your trips abroad. The services 
that are at present being arranged are from 
Baldonnel to Bristol Airport, and Baldonnel 
to Ea Airport, Liverpool, via Ronaldsway, 
1.0.M. You can leave Baldonne! at 9 a.m., 
arrive in Bristol at 11.15 a.m., and from there 
you can catch the luncheon car non-stop train 
which arrives at Paddington at 1.45 p.m., thus 
leaving you in London in time for lunch: or 
you can junch on the train and arrive 
in London prepared to set about your busi- 
mess immediately. The other service will 
depart from Baldonnel in the morning, call 
at Ronaldsway, I.0.M., and will arrive at 
Speke, Liverpool, in the afternoon. From 
Speke convenient connections by air and by 
mail can be obtained to any lots in Great 
Britain and the Continent. These services 
can also co-operate with the vessels of the. 
Anchor Line, who, through the good offices 
of the Dublin Port and Docks Board, are 
going to make Dublin a regular fortnightly 
port of call for their Atlantic liners. Pas- 
sengers from many districts with Air ser- 
vices, who combine air and ocean travel, will 
be able to save one day either when outward 
bound or returning. 


AN IRISH ROUTE 


There seem to be enormous possibilities 
for aerial development in Saorstat Eireann. 
Our geographical situation places us in the 
position of being the natural site for a great 
aerial junction between the East and the 
West. The time is fast approaching when 
there will be regular Atlantic air services, 
carrying passengers and mail. Two experi- 
mental 4-engined De Havilland monoplanes 
are in course of construction, and a series 
of trial flights, carrying mails, is expected 
to be made towards the end of the summer 
of this year. There is no reason why we 
should not form an essential link in Atlantic 
air services. The shortest Atlantic route 
from Europe to the United States of America 
is from the West coast of Ireland via New- 
foundland. Notwithstanding the fact that 
there are advocates of the Ár éi Atlantic 
route, via the Azores, and that the United 
States postal authorities appear to have 
chosen this route for an experimental mail 
service, competition will compel the use cf 
the Northern Atlantic route. The shortest 
direct crossing of the Atlantic is trom Ireland 
to Newfoundiand, and the shorter the cross- 
ing the greater can be the payload. As pay- 
load is the essential of successful commercial 
aviation, it follows that the Ireland-New- 
foundiand route will alwavs carry the 

eatest volume of traffic. We know that 
lee. Cobh, and .Foynes have been 
thoroughly surveyed as sites for a Western 
Atlantic airport, and the selection of one of 
the three of them seems very probable. 

Having dealt with the development of the 
Irish Aero Club, he said that without sub- 
stantial subsidy private flying could never 
make any real progress in this country, and 
the most suitable kind of young people who 
are exceedingly anxious to learn to fly, and 
who would probably keep up their flying after 
obtaining their A certificates, are debarred, 
because the expense to each aspirant is too 
great. The Irish Aero Club had from time 
to time made efforts to promote flying elubs 
in various centres of the Saorstat, but the 
barrier of cost had always been insurmount- 
able, and their provincial efforts had been 
almost wholly unsuccessful.

DONEGAL POET INTRODUCED 
TO WIRELESS SET 


Seeing a wireless set for the first time, and 
hearing some of his works recited by a voice 
coming over the radio, was the experience 
the Donegal poet, Niall Mac Giolla Bhrighde, 
last night at Creeslough.

The case was lost, 
and rather than pay the fine Mac Giolla 
Bhrighde went to prison. 

He was prominently identified with ‘be 

language movement, lea-ning Gaelic 
after he had left school, and he has written 
many poems in the language. In his younger 
days he used to farm, but now he is seventy- 
four and too old to work. He lives in a little 
house, right away from the road, some miles 
from Creeslough. He was taken into the 
village last night to see and hear a wireless 
set for the first time. 

Some of his poems were recited by Mr. 
Conaghan (who spoke in Irish), together with 
a message sent by Mac Giolla Bhrighde him- 
self on the advances made with Irish since his 
young days. Although he is an alert, healthy 
es So suffers from cramp in his hands, and 
finds it difficult to write, but his most recent 
work dealt with the drowning of the nineteen 
islanders from Arranmore.
